Marketing  of  165, 000-ton  kraut  cabbage  crop  is  practically 
at  standstill  because  of  lack  of  tin  for  canning.    Program  calls  for  paying  packers 
$1.00  for  each  bbl.  sold  in  regular  commercial  channels,  provided  producers  are 
paid  at  least  $7*50  per  ton  for  cabbage ■ delivered  at  plant.

EMICHED  FLOURi     Survey  "by  AMA.  revealed  that  98^  stores  in  Vest,  99^  in  Midwest 
stock  this  type  flour.    In  Northeast  only  ahout         stock  it  and  in  South  only  75^, 
About  UO^  of  chains  and  25^  of  independents  in  West,  Midwest  and  Northeast  stock 
enriched  flour,  exclusively.    To  "be  labeled  "enriched",  flour  mst  contain ispecified 
amounts  of  iron  and  thiamin  and  niacin,    AI^^A  long  has  recognized  desirablility  of 
encouraging  low-inconc  people  to  purchase  and  consume  this  type  flour  in  preference 
to  unenriched  type  and  has  confined  its  direct  distribution  of  flour  to  the  enriched 
typo  wherever  possible. 

Study  points  out  that  results  "apparently  contradicts  belief  prevalent  several  monthe 
ago  that  it  would  not  be  long  before  every  retailer  would  be  handling  enriched  flour 
and  that  most  of  them  would  be  handling  only  enriched."    Added  that  "situation  in 
Northeast  and  South  seens  to  require  measures  other  than  those  which  have  been  util-» 
ized  if  any  increase  in  the  availability  of  enriched  flour  to  consumer  is  to  be  se- 
cured."

Principal  domestic  tree  nuts,  in  order  of  importajice  are  English  walnuts,  pecans, 
aLmonds,  and  filberts.    Export  markets  which  absorbed  about  13»000,000  pounds  an- 
nually are  now  practically  closed.    Bureau  of  Home  ^^conomics  reports  that  nuts  are 
highly  concentrated  food;  shoul'd  be  used  as  integral  part  of  menu  rather  than  as  a 
supplement  to  an  already  adequate  meal.    They  contain  both  fat  and  proteins  and  are 
source  of  certain  minerals  and  vitamins,

CANICED  EISHt    G-overnment  requirements  of  canned  salmon,  Maine  sardines  and  Cali- 
fornia pilchards  were  announced  by  AMA  during  past  v;eek.    Under  WPB  order  M-86f*b, 
AMA  is  purchasing  agency  for  all  Government  requirements.    Salmon  canning  industry 
was  notified  AMA  v/ill  require  at  least  60^  of  each  Conner's  pack  of  steelheads, 
sockeye,  Chinook,  red,  echoes,  pink  ajid  chum.    After  this  part  of  pack  is  offered 
to  G-ov't,  it  is  expected  that  20^  will  be  released  for  normal  trade.  Remaining 
20^  of  pack  must  be  retained  by  canners  until  it  is  determined  whether  qr  not  it 
will  be  required  by  Gov't,    Otherwise  it  will  be  released  to  traci.e. 
Total  salmon  pack  this  year  is  estimated  at  5,700,000  cases.    AMA  wants  its  re- 
quirements in  one-pound  cans,  but  will  tPke  any  can  size  packer  finds  necessary  to 
use  to.  meet  60%  of  pack  requirement.    Gov't  requirements  Maine  sardines  been  placed 
at  minimum  of  2,250,000  cases  from  estimated  pack  of  3,000,000  cases  this  year.  One- 
third  industry  pack  was  released  for  normal  'trade  up  to  Aug,  I5,  and  such  releases 
will  continue  as  long  as  Gov't  requirements  are  met.  Gov't  requirements  for  Call—
